The Strange Case of 


Recently the Franco Govern- — 


ment has confined in Malaga the 
sinister General Queipo de Llano. 
He is under arrest. 


This action of Franco against 
one of the most brutal assassins 
of the Spanish people shows the 


growing decomposition of Fran- 


quism. He is not the first general 
who fought against the Spanish 
people upon whom the fury of 
Franco fell. Before him, generals 
Jordana, Yague, Espinosa de los 
Montervs and others had fallen 
from favor. | 

Undoubtedly the crisis in 
Franco high circles reflects on 
the one hand the more difficult 
situation of the Axis and on the 
other the struggle of the Spanish 
people, which reaches higher 
levels incessantly and threatens 
the whole Franco regime. 

In the high ranks of the Army, 
of the Church, and in the whole 
Spanish bourgeoisie, the rallying 
of the overwhelming fortes of the 
United Nations, as well as the 
néw upsurge of the Spanish peo- 
ple, are forcing changes in view- 
point.
